M etallography, or the study of the 
biography of stru ctu ra l metals, is the

discussed “ Star of 
Bethlehem.” 
re­ 
leased 
by Th an­ 
il on ser. 


In making the 
production of “ The Star of Bethlehem,” for the Tlian- 
houser Film Corporation, I had the advice of several 
theologians, to whom -I ani indebted for much informa­ 
tion and wise counsel. 
Therefore, since I can’t 
take 
the credit for this picture of Micah myself, what I am 
going to say about it, 
may 
not 
be 
construed 
as 
egotism. 
Ii is the first picture presented to the spec­ 
tator in “ The Star of Bethlehem,” and to my thinking 
it is more beautiful 
than 
any 
conception 
of 
the 
Prophet I have evthc Tbanhouser Film Corporation en- 
The same in my opinion, holds good of the shepherds 
and the sheep. 
They were posed from a famous paint­ 
ing of (hat incident. 
The marriage of Mary and joseph, 
ending with Joseph putting the right hand of Mary on 
the doorsill of his house and saying to her: “ Thou art 
mistress 
therein,” a reproduction of a description of 
Jew ish customs from an encyclopedia on that subject. 
The arrival of M ary and Joseph at the inn is a repro­ 
duction of a famous painting. 
AU the manger scenes 
are exact reproductions of 
famous 
paintings. 
The 
view of M ary at prayer is a reproduction of Raphael’s 
“ Madonna.” 
Moving 
pictures to me have such wonderful possi­ 
bilities that 
when e Tbanhouser Film Corporation en­ 
gaged me to produce “ The Star of Bethlehem” I was 
more than o v e r jo y e d , and made up my mind 
that 
I 
would handle this most religious subject in a religious 
spirit. 
Never h a v e I been so impressed with the per­ 
formance of any play, as with these4 moving pictures of 
the lives of the characters in “ The Star of Bethlehem.’’ 
There are many a lmirable things to 
talk 
about 
iii 
’’The Star of Bethlehem.” 
The majesty of Micah, the Prophet, on the moun­ 
tain; his despair 
when he sees his people within the 
walls of 
J e r u s a l e m , defeated by the 
Assyrians; 
his 
apical to his God an(I the answer to his prayer in the 
form of the Angel Gabriel appearing tefore 
him 
and 
informing him of the coming of the Redeemer, are all 
so life-like that th e heart-strings are 
wrung by his 
grief, the mind in ole to rejoice at his pleasure on hear­ 
ing the good news- 
The 'carnage on the battlefield is 
so umike stage representations ir its 
wondrous 
real­ 
ism, that, looking on, you real!’ 
take sides with the 
combatants. 
The lee pair of the Jewish women in min­ 
istering to their dead and wounded is another touching 
incident. 
From this bustle and carnage, and this com­ 
motion. as if by magic, you are 
transported 
to 
the 
peace of three wise men. 
reading 
the 
prophecy 
of 
Micah of the coming of the Redeemer seven hundred 
years after it was uttered. 
Their wonder and amaze­ 
ment ut what they are reading and their final convic­ 
tion when they see the star heralding the place where 
the Revieenier is t * ho horn, is so convincing that it is 
hard to believe you are looking at projected pictures 


on the screen. 
So it goes on all through the play. 
The film is as 
nearly perfect as fallible human beings can make it. 
The court of Herod, the Pharisees, Scribes, the Romans 
of the court, the cruelties of Herod, all parade them­ 
selves before you, not as pictures, hut as 
life. 
Of 
course, the lives of M ary and Joseph are the center of 
interest. 
These two beings are treated with such rev­ 
erence that they really appear to be 
the 
characters 
they are representing- 
Bu t in many instances the pic­ 
ture departs from the general conception of the char­ 
acters it depicts. 
For instance, the Angel Gabriel ap­ 
pears to M ary to Joseph and to Micah clad in armor. 
This to my thinking is o n e of the finest touches of 
the whole picture. Tho Jew ish people of the period, 
knew nothing of the human spirit, of Christianity. They 
were brought up 
under the orthodox Goo 
the unfor­ 
giving God. 
The 
Biblical angel appearing at the gates 
of the Garden of 
Eden. brandished a fierv sword. The 
Biblical angel appearing to Mary filled her with fear, 
so that she fled to Judea, to her cousin 
Elizabeth 
to 
confide the news 
to her. 
The Biblical angel who ap- 
peare. to Zachariah fired him with fear. 
T h e three 
angels who appeared to Abraham and told 
him 
that 
Sarah would bear a son— at which news Sarah laughed 
— really 
filled her with fear, for 
she 
denied 
when 
questioned by the angels that she had 
la u g h ed 
and 
so it goes through Jew ish Biblical 
history. 
Now 
it 
stands it) leason that either Mary or Joseph, 
imagin­ 
ing they saw a messenger 
from 
the 
Almighty 
God, 
would seo nim as 
the Messenger of Might whom we 


have accurately depicted.
